HE Baptism with the Holy Ghost has 

Th aan more stir and comment than 
any other Bible subject in these last days. 
It is being opposed as the Scripture 
teaches it by the greatest majority of 
the clergy today. I trust that this article 
on this vital subject will be the means of 
enlightening honest hearts standing in 
their defence. 

THE PROMISE AS SPOKEN OF BY 

JESUS TO HIS DISCIPLES 

We will first notice the promise of 
the Savior to the disciples, and their 
walk with Him until the promise came. 
We will call your attention to St. John 
7:37-39, “In the last days, that great day 
of the feast (Feast of Tabernacles), Je- 
sus stood and cried, saying, If any man 
thirst, let him come unto me, and drink. 
He that believeth on me, as the scrip- 
ture hath said, out of his belly shall flow 
rivers of living water. (But this spake 
he of the Spirit, which they that believe 
on Him SHOULD receive: for the Holy 
Ghost was not yet given; because Jesus 
Was not yet glorified.)” Jno. 14:16, “And 
I will pray the Father, and he shall give 
you another Comforter, that he may 
abide with you for ever.” V. 17, “Even 
the Spirit of truth; whom the world caa- 
not receive, because it secth him not, nei- 
ther knoweth him: but ye «now him; 
for he dwelleth with you, and shall be 
in you.” 

THE COMFORTER FOR BELIEVERS 

The foregoing Scriptures show that 
the Holy Spirit is promised to believers 
and them only, and also clearly sets 
forth the fact that the Holy Ghost was 
not given at conversion, but as Jesus said 
in John that the Holy Ghost was for 
them that believe. Jno. 14:16, 17 says He 
would give to them (disciples or Chris- 
tians) another Comforter. Jesus was 
their Comforter but was soon to take His 
departure, therefore, they were in need 
of another Comforter. No sane man could 
deny but what these were Christians for 
Jesus said the Holy Ghost dwelleth with 
you and shal] be in you,” showing ‘hat 
these apostles and disciples were to look 
forward to another experience ofher vwian 
the new birth, or sanctification. 

In Jno. 15:26, 27 Jesus said, “When 
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the Comforter is come * * *, he shall 
testify of me.” This scripture also shows 
that Jesus was again telling them about 
the promised Comforter whom they 
should receive, and that He would testify 
of Him. This same crowd that Jesus was 
talking to had been casting out demons 
and healing the sick and Jesus stated 
that their names were written in Heaven. 
Luke 10:1-25. Surely if they had been 
casting out demons and their names were 
written in Heaven, they were Christians, 
but the Scripture clearly sets forth thst 
they did not have the Holy Ghost. Then 
the argument that teaches we receive the 
Holy Ghost when we are born again, 
does not stand in the light of Scripture. 

We turn to Luke 24:49, 53, “And, be- 
hold, I send the promise of my Father 
(Holy Ghost or Comforter) upon you 
(Christians): but tarry ye in the city of 
Jerusalem, until ye (Christians) be en- 
dued with power from on high. And he 
led them out as far as to Bethany, and 
he lifted up his hands, and blessed them 
(not sinners but Christians). And it 
came to pass, while he blessed them, he 
was parted from them, and carried up 
into heaven. And they worshipped him, 
and returned to Jerusalem with great 
joy: And were continually in the temple, 
praising and blessing God.” Why did they 
return to Jerusalem? V. 49 says to re- 
ceive the promise (Comforter, Holy 
Ghost). Surely they were Christians at 
this time because the Lord had blessed 
them and they worshipped Him. They 
had great joy and continued in the tem- 
ple PRAISING AND BLESSING GOD. 
It must have been at this time that the 
Lord sanctified His disciples because 
they were Christians before this wonder- 
ful blessing came. This blessing that came 
from the hands of Jesus was a special 
blessing evidenced by the fact that they 
had such great joy and were filled to 
overflowing. 


SANCTIFIED BEFORE THEY RECEIV- 
ED THE PROMISE 

Many teach us today that sanctifica- 
tion is the promise of the Father, and 
that the Holy Ghost burns out the dross 
and takes up His abode in the heart with 
practically the same operation. It is true 
that the Holy Ghost convicts the world 
of sin and righteousness and of judg- 
ment to come, but He does not cleanse 
the heart. That is a blood work. The 
blood is the cleansing that was provided 
for us and was under the operation of 
the Holy Ghost, hence we are sanctified 
by the Holy Ghost but WITH the blood 
of Jesus. Thus, we see it is with the 
blood by the Holy Ghost. It is the Holy 
Ghost that convicts us of our sins and 
witnesses to our justification. He shows 
us the need of deeper consecration, sanc- 
tification, and witnesses to our sanctifi- 
cation when our consecration is thorough. 

In Jno. 17:17 Jesus prays, “Sanctify 
them through thy truth: thy word is 
truth.” V. 21, “That they all may be one 
* * *” The above Scripture shows that 
the purpose ef sanctification was to bring 
about oneness, and if you want the saints 
of God or Christians to be one, it will 
be when they are thoroughly consecrated 
and that sacrifice accepted, and the re- 
sults will b2 wrought in the spirit, in 
deed and in truth. They will have great 
joy which will cause them to praise and 
bless God. This will prove their sanctifi- 
cation. 

In Acts 2:1 we read, “They were all 
with ONE ACCORD,” thus the prayer of 
Jesus in Jno. 17 had been answered and 
the oneness had come. They were in one 
accord in worship, in great joy, in prals- 
ing and blessing God and continuing in 
the temple.

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PROTESTANT CHURCHES 
RAISE 378 MILLION 


Contributions to Protestant churches in 
the United States in 1932 totaled $378,- 
000,000, and a report submitted at a meet- 
ing of the general promotional executives 
of the principal denominations held under 
the auspices of the “Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America. 

The report, based on a study of trends 
in church finances, said the total was 40 
per cent less than contributions in 1929. 
The national income during the period 
showed a drop of 54 per cent, it added. 

Contributions in 1929 were reported as 
$581,000,000, national income for that 
year $85,000,000,000, and the 1932 nation- 
al income $40,000,000,000. — Chicago 
Tribune.

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“Ghe “Value of “Ghe Ghurch 


By E. C. CLARK, Editor 


Text: “Take heed therefore unto your- 
selves, and to all the flock, over the 
which the Holy Ghost hath made you 
overseers, to feed the church of God, 
which he hath purchased with his own 
blood,” Acts 20:28. 


HE value of anything is alone obtain- 
T abie by finding the cost of it in re 
gard to its production, cost of placing un 
the market, etc. This is also particularly 
true regarding the Church, the cost of 
which was the shed blood of the Son of 
God. To purchase the creation from the 
bondage of sin, to originate the plan of 
salvation and to place the gospel mes- 
sage on the wide open market cost the 
blood of the immacula‘e Son of God. 
Such a cost is to us intrinsic and inesti- 
mable, and is explained in Matt. 13:24 as 
costing all that the Buyer had. A greater 
price could not be paid than to give His 
life for His people. G.eater Iove cannot 
be exhibited than to lay down His life” 
for us. The United States Government in 
connection with the Fair Practices Act, 
insists that a “cost finding system” be 
maintained to arrive at the actual cost 
of products in their manufacture. The 
same is logically true of our redemption, 
we may ascertain its true value in re- 
gard to the Church, by “finding the cost” 
of our redemption. The aetual value of 
anything is not less than the cost of it, 
without speculation. Therefore, we may 
readily assert that the true value of the 
Church is no less than the cost or actual 
price paid for it. In the case of our sal- 
vation, the price paid is the actual cost 
of originating and producing the product 
of redemption; which was not in dollars 
and cents but the “precious blood of God’s 
Lamb.” While value should not in any 
case be less than cost, it is true that 
value does sometimes differ from cost. 


THE RICHES OF CHRIST 


In the bequest of His death on the 
cross for us, He actualy gave us all His 
eternal wealth. He died in our stead. He 
died that we might live. He died for our 
sins. In His dying in our stead, we are 
made heir to all His riches in His eter- 
nal estate. 

All Christians are reckoned as dead 
with Him, if they be His true followers, 
Rom. 6:11. They are equally accounted 
as risen with Him through the faith of 
the operation of God, who hath raised 
Him from the dead. Col. 2:12. In dying 
with Him we were freed from sin. Rom. 
6:7. In that we are raised with Him we 
are brought within reach of all His spir 
itual wealth and treasure. We are there 
fore commanded that, “If ye be risen 


with Christ, seek those things which are 
above, where Christ sit‘eth on the right 
hand of God.” Col. 3:1. Through our death 
unto sin, by His death on the cross and 


our identification with Christ, we are not 
only commanded to seek His_ spiritual 
treasure and wealth, but our affections 
have been changed and framed into a 
new relationship. We are accordingly ad- 
monished to “set your affection on things 
above, and not on things on the earth. 
For ye are dead, and your life is hid 
with Christ in God. When Christ, who 
is our life shall appear, then shall ye ap- 
pear with him in g'ory.” Col. 3:2-4. Every 
true child of God is today, not only iden- 
tified with Christ, but accounted on His 
part as “members of his body,” 1 Cor. 
12:27. Into this divine relationship we 
have not only been called, but are now 
actually sharing the riches of Christ 
which has been shed on us abundantly.” Do 
we exaggerate the value of the Church, 
when we elevate it to its chosen place 
with Christ? Its value cannot be less 
than its cost, nor can it be less than the 
actual resourccs from which it draws its 
spiritual treasure. 


CHRIST THE HEAD 


In Eph. 5:23 we are told that “Christ 
is the head of the Church,” we may, 
therefore, confidently expect that in that 
we are accounted of Him as His “body,” 
that as the treasures of wisdom and 
power proceed from Christ the Head, 
that the true value of the Church is not 
less than the wealth of its Founder and 
Head. “In him dwel.eth all the fuiness 
of the Godhead bodily; and ye are com- 
plete in him, which is the head of all 
principality and power.” Col, 2:9, 10. Of 
His fuincss have we all received, and 
gv:ace for grace. We are further privileg- 
cd to be “filled with all the fulness of 
God, Eph, 3:19. 


The Apostle Paul has occasion »f 
thanksgiving, “That the God of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, the Father of glory, may 
give unto you the spirit of wisdom and 
revelation in the knowledge of him: the 
eyes of your understanding béing enlight- 
ened; that ye may know what is the hop; 
of his calling, and what is the riches ofthe 
glory of his inheritance in the saints, and 
what is the exceeding greatness of iis 
power to us-ward who belicve, according 
to his mighty power, which wrought in 
Christ when he raised him from the dead, 
and set him at his own right hand in the 
heavenly places, far above all princ'pa - 
ity and power, and might, and dominion, 
and every name that is named, not only 
in this world, but also in the wor'd that 
is to come: and hath put all things under 
his feet, and gave him to be the’ head 
over all things to the church, which is 
his body, the fulness of him that filleth 
all in all,” Eph. 1:17-22. With Christ God 
hath “b'’essed us with all spiritual bless- 
ings in heavenly places in Christ,” Eph. 
1:3.

prophets; and some, evangelists; and 
~Some, pastors and teachers; For the per- 
fecting of the saints, for the work of 
the ministry, for the edifying of the body 
of Christ: Till we all come in the unity 
of the faith, and of the knowledge of the 
Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto the 
measure of the stature of Christ: That 
we henceforth be no more children, toss- 
ed to and fro, and carried about with ev- 
ery wind of doctrine, by the sleight of 
men, and cunning craftiness, whereby 
they lie in wait to deceive; But speaking 
the truth in love, may grow up into him 
in all things, which is the head, ev n 
Christ: from whom the whole body fit! 
joined tog>ther and compacted by tha: 
which every joint supplieth, according *» 
the effectual working in the measure of 
every part, maketh increase of the body 
unto the edifying of itself in 'ove,” Eph. 
4:11-16. God has, through the min'steries 
of Christ, provided for our imperfections, 
that we may be perfected and brought ‘o 
the “fullness of Christ;” that “we may 
grow up into him in all things,” accord- 
ing as it is written, “all th'ngs a-e 
yours.” All the treasures of the mun‘f- 
cent Christ are by our re’atio-ship with 
Him, placed within rcach of the Church, 
that it may be perfected and presen ed 
unto Him a “glorious church not hav'nzg 
spot or wrinkle.’ God has rot only nro- 
vided to save us from wrath through 
Christ (1 Thess. 5:9; see also Ex. 12:12, 
13, where typically the children of Isra | 
were delivered from wrah through the 
prototype) but has provided for our pe-- 
fection and_ glorification with Christ. 
Rom. 8:17; 2 Thess. 1:10; 1 P t 5:10. 

THE MESSAGE OF THE CHURCH 

The gospel message of the Church is 
particularly that of the death and atone- 
ment of Christ, and our hop2 of inheri- 
tance in Him. Eph. 1:14; Heb. 9:15; Rov. 
21:7. There has been placed within the 
Church, when it measures up to the apus- 
tolic standard, the “fullness of his riches” 
and grace; “that ye come behind in no 
gift; waiting the coming of our Lord Je 
sus Christ.” 1 Cor. 1:7. 

The message of the Church is that of 
its founder. It was said by Simon Peter, 
“Thou hast the words of eternal life.” Jno. 
6:68. The Church is still today the herald 
of the “words of eternal life.” It speaks 
of the riches, glory and beauty of the 
King. Within its reach has been placed 
all the gifts of the Holy Spirit, and these 
were not intended to simply be within 
reach of the Church, but actually possess- 
ed by it. The gospel of Christ is particu- 
larly related to Him in His unchangeable 
priesthood; therefore, we may have the 
past blessings of Pentecost repeated. The 
message of the Church for today is that 
of “Jesus Christ the same yesterday, and 
today, and for ever.” Heb. 13:8. 

UNLIKE OTHER RELIGION 
The glad tidings as borne by the Church 
are unlike the teachings of other methods 
and forms of religion: 1. Because Christ 
has been exalted above all things, Eph. 
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1:21-23. 2: His name is above all other 
names that are named, Phil. 2:9; 3. nei- 
ther is there salvation in any other: for 
there is none other name under heaven 
given among men, whereby we must be 
saved, Acts 4:12. The teachings of Con- 
fucianism, Hinduism, Brahmanism, Mo- 
hammedanism, represent the views, ideas, 
philosophy, culture, and morals respec- 
tively held by the founders of such de- 
bauching ideas of religion. Be it remem- 
bered that whatever morals or virtue that 
either or all of them had, it was but an 
idea set upon maintaining some of the 
higher and better thoughts and principles 
as found within man. They, however, ~f- 
fered no atonement for man’s sin and 
made no way for his deliverance from 
the powers of death, and in each instance 
the individuals inclined to follow them 
had nothing more to grasp at than a mere 
form of teachings. Each of them are dead 
and they had no power over death, uei- 
ther to prevent it nor to free their sub- 
jects therefrom. But the founder of the 
Christian’s religion differs greatly, Christ 
died for us, and He arose again, and is 
able not only to save us from our sins, 
but also from the power of death. He 
ever liveth to make intercession for us, 
Heb. 7:25, to secure us from sin and the 
power of it. We have an advocate with 
the Father, Jesus Christ the righteous, 
John 2:1. 


Christ by means of death, destroyed 
the power of death, Heb. 2:14; and hath 
promised saying, O death I will be thy 
plagues, O grave I will be thy destruc- 
tion. Then the saint of God may joyful- 
ly sing, O death where is thy sting? O 
grave where is thy victory? Christ has 
spoiled principalities and powers and 
hath triumphed over them; therefore He 
is able to deliver us from the bondage 
of corruption into the glorious liberty 
of the sons of God. Though Christ was 
dead, He said, “I am he that liveth, and 
was dead; and, behold, I am alive for 
evermore, Amen; and have the keys of 
hell and death.” Rev. 1:18. The Christian 
religion originated with, and depends up- 
on Christ; and we as Abraham did, look 
for a city whose architect and builder is 
God: where God shall wipe away all tears 
from their eyes; and there shall be no 
more death, neither sorrow, neither shall 
there be any more pain: for the former 
things are passed away. Rev, 21:1-4. Even 
so come Lord Jesus.

THE TEMPTATION OF JOB 


N entire Book of the Bible is given 
A over to an account of the temptation 
undergone by a righteous man whose 
name was Job. Job was upright. “He 
feared God and eschewed evil.” Job 1:1. 
Sweet accord existed between him and 
his creator. God also bestowed upon him 
an abundance of material blessings so 
that Job was both great in character and 
great in substance. 

Then came the test. We read, “There 
was a day when the sons of God came to 
present themselves before the Lord, and 
SATAN CAME ALSO among them. * * * 
And the Lord said, Hast thou considered 
my servant Job? that there is none like 
him in the earth, a perfect and an up- 
right man, one that feareth God and es- 
cheweth evil? Then Satan answered, Doth 
Job fear God fer nought? Hast not thou 
made an hedge about him, and about his 
house, and about all that he hath on ev- 
ery side? thou hast blessed the work of 
his hands and his substance is increased 
in the land. Put forth thy hand now, and 
touch all that he hath and he will curse 
thee to thy face.” Job 1:6-11. 

“And the Lord said unto Satan, Be- 
hold, all that he hath IS IN THY POW- 
er; only upon himself put not forth thine 
hand. So Satan went forth from the pres- 
ence of the Lord.” Job 1:12. 

Thus Satan received permission to try 
Job. Blow after blow fell upon him until 
none of his possessions remained. Then 
came the trial. Satan had accused Job 
before the Lord of fearing Him only be- 
cause He had “made a hedge about him 
and blessed the work of his hands.” Now 
all that is gone. What will Job do? Will 
he stand the test? 

“Then Job arose, and rent his mantle 
and shaved his head, and fell down up- 
on the ground AND WORSHIPPED. And 
said, Naked came I out of my mother’s 
womb, and naked shall I return thither: 
the Lord gave and the Lord hath taken 
away; BLESSED BE THE NAME OF 
THE LORD.” Job 1:20-21. What a rebuke 
to Satan! There was rejoicing in heaven 
that day. 

But Job’s testing was not yet finished. 
Satan obtained further permission to try 
him. Wealth was now taken from him 
and he was covered from head to foot 
with grievous sores. In this condition 
there came to him three friends. He had 
sinned, said they, or else this evil would 
not have overtaken him. They urged him 
to repent. Job’s wife also turned against 
him. She said, “Doest thou still retain 
thine integrity? CURSE GOD, AND DIE.” 
“But he said unto her, Thou speakest 2s 
one of the foolish women _ speaketh. 


What? shall we receive good at the hand 
of God, and shall we not receive evil? IN 
ALL THIS DID NOT JOB SIN WITH

HIS LIPS.” Job 2:9-10. Again Satan fail- 
ed—IT WAS IN THE HEART OF THIS 
MAN TO HONOR GOD, COME GOOD OR 
COME ILL. 

What befell Job, has been repeated 
again and again. It is the devil’s per- 
mitted liberty to put man’s loyalty to God 
to the test through all manner of temp- 
tation. “We are not ignorant of his de- 
vices,” says Paul, 2 Cor. 2:11. The in- 
structed heart will have an understand- 
ing when he faces the “divers tempta- 
tions” (James 1:2) which befall him and 
will “count it all joy” (James 1:2) know- 
ing that while defeat would bring him 
low, yet the trial he faces presents him 
with an opportunity to prove his fidelity, 
devotion and loyalty to God, and an op- 
portunity to exalt God and to humiliate 
the Wicked One. “Beloved, THINK IT 
NOT STRANGE concerning the fiery 
trial which is to try you, as though some 
strange thing happened unto you.” 1 Pet. 
4:12, “We wrestle not against flesh and 
blood, but against powers, against the 
rulers of the darkness of this world, 
against spiritual wickedness in high 
places (margin: the heavenlies: i. e. airy 
regions.) Be sober, be vigilant; because 
YOUR ADVERSARY THE DEVIL as a 
roaring lion, walketh about, seeking 
whom he may devour.” 1 Pet. 5:8. 

On a day not far hence, Satan will 
take his next downward plunge. Liberty 
of operation as “prince of the puwer of 
the air” will be taken from him and he 
will be cast DOWN INTO THE EARTH. 
“The great dragon was cast out, that old 
serpent called the Devil, and Satan, which 
deceiveth the whole wor!d: he was cast 
out into the earth, AND HIS ANGELS 
WERE CAST OUT WITH HIM.” Rev. 
12:9. Isaiah 34:4, 8 also describes this 
event, “All the HOST of heaven shall be 
dissolved (broken up) and the heavens 
shall be rolled together as a scroll: and 
ALL THEIR HOST SHALL FALL DOWN 
—for it is the day of the Lord’s ven- 
geance, and THE YEAR OF RECOM- 
PENCE FOR THE CONTROVERSY OF 
ZION.” “Therefore rejoice, ye heaveus, 
and ye that dwell in them. Woe to the 
inhabitants of the earth and of the sea! 
FOR THE DEVIL IS COME DOWN un- 
to you, having great wrath, because he 
knoweth that he hath but a short time.” 
Rev. 12:12. 

The ‘short time’ which covers the pe 
riod of the reign of the Antichrist, will 
be dealt with in a future article. 

When Satan is cast down into the earth 
his liberty to test and ‘accuse the breth- 
ren’ before the throne of God, will be 
at an end. “The accuser of our brethr2n 
is cast down, which ACCUSED THEM 
BEFORE OUR GOD DAY AND NIGHT.” 
Rev. 12:10, For every victory achieved 
in mastering men, Satan gloats triumph- 
antly before the throne of God. He gl»- 
ries in the overthrow of another of those 
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whom God had hoped would prove faith- 
ful and true, Jehovah uses but one band 
to bind men to Himself—that band is 
love. Satan is permitted to deceive, se- 
duce, ensnare and gain dominion how he 
will. Thus the “controversy” between God 
and Satan over the allegiance of men ha3 
gone on through the centuries. His pow- 
er to tempt is soon to end and a loud 
voice will announce, “Now is come salva- 
tion, and strength, and THE KINGDOM 
OF OUR GOD, and the power of uis 
Christ: for the ACCUSER—is CAST 
DOWN.” Rev. 12:10. 

After a short season on the earth Sa- 
tan will take a further descent. “I saw 
an angel come down from heaven, having 
the key of the bottomless pit and a great 
chain in his hand. And he laid hold on 
the dragon, that old serpent, which is the 
devil and Satan, and bound him a thou- 
sand years, and CAST HIM INTO THE 
BOTTOMLESS PIT, and shut him up, and 
set a seal upon him, that he should de 
ceive the nations no more, till the thou- 
sand years should be fulfilled.” Rev. 
20:1-2. 

Out of heaven into the heavenlies, out 
of the heavenlies into the earth, out of 
the earth into the pit and then we face 
the final stage of Satan’s fall, “The devil 
that deceived them was cast into the lake 
of fire * * * and shall be tormented day 
and night forever and ever.” Rev. 20:10. 

While we cannot see into all that is 
included in Satan’s ETERNAL TOR- 
MENT, it will surely torment him to con- 
sider from whence he has fallen and what 
he might have been had he not perverse- 
ly turned aside from his created estate 
to follow a way of his own. His 54 word 
declaration in Isaiah 14:13-14 five times 
makes use of the term “I will.”

Go All Manisters and Churches 


Our records at Headquarters show that 
last year some of our states did but very 
littie for missions while other states 
raised tar more tian their quota. We are 
going to keep a carcful record this year 
of each siate overseer’s work, also of each 
pastor’s work so we will know who is 
obeying the Assembly on the mission 
question. The Assembly has decided that 
each church and pastor should raise an 
amount equal to five per cent of the 
amount of tithes paid in each month. 
Half of this amount is to be sent io 
Headquarters to be used in the foreign 
work and the other half to be used in 
the state in which it is collected. 

The Foreign Mission Board stepped 
out by faith this year and added to our 
list a missionary in Haiti and also a new 
one for Mexico. Brother Ingram is get- 
ting $50 per month for his work in Old 
Mexico and I am sure there is not a 
more needy field in the work than Old 
Mexico. Brother Thomas returned to the 
island of Jamaica and Brother Raney to 
the Bahama group. Unless all of our 
state overseers and pastors will do their 
part, it will be impossible for us to sup- 
port these missionaries, and this is nol 
one tenth of the work that should be 
done in the foreign fields. I tell you, the 
Lord will hold us responsib’e for this 
work if we fail to do our best. The 
amount allotted to each church to raise 
is small in comparison to what we ought 
to do for the foreign work. If we would 
only comply with what the Assemily 
has said, we are sure this would be more 
than ample to take care of all the work 
planned by the Mission Board. I want to 
make an honest appeal to every overseer, 
pastor, and evangelist to put forth every 
effort possible to raise money that this 
work may be able to go forward. 

In visiting the Bahama Islands and 
corresponding with the people in Jamaica, 
I find that other Holiness movements are 
doing a great work. They are supporting 
missionaries in these fields and collect- 
ing clothing of all descriptions and ship- 
ping it to these islands for those who 
are in destitute circumstances. The tropi- 
cal storms in the last few years have 
done considerable damage in these places 
and left many of the natives homeless, 
helpless, naked and starving. I have just 
received a letter from a native of Jamaica 
begging for help. Their home was de- 
stroyed, all their clothes blown away, >2x- 
cept what they had on, and all the entire 
crop was destroyed. Think of this pitiful 


condition! Seemingly, I can almost hear 
their cries for help. I am going to ask 
that a special mission collection be tacen 
by every pastor at once and the part thai 
comes to Headquarters be sent in ai 
once so there will be funds here to take 
care of the obligaiions made by the Mi»- 
sion Board. Suppose we make the fourth 
Sunday in Navember a special mission 
rally day, and this will give ample funds 
for the workers and those who need heip 
for Christmas, All who read this pray 
at once and ask God what He would have 
you do.—S. W. Latimer, General Overseer.

It is unfortunate that any portion of the 
inspired Word of God, may be eliminated 
from the cannon of scripture; the Word 
of God is one sublime truth concerning 
one great whole, and no part can be miss- 
ing without loss.

The words that 
I speak unto you they are Spirit, and 
they are life. Jno. 6:63. 

TEXT BOILED DOWN TO 546 PAGES; 
CHRONICLES, OBADIAH, MALACHI. 
LAMENTATIONS OUT. 

Offering its second scriptural shock in 
two years to “the old-time religion,” the 
University of Chicago Press tomorrow 
will issue the “Short Bible,” its text 
boiled down from 2,000 to°546 pages, its 
books rearranged and its diction modern 
American. 

Explaining the condensation, Dr. Good- 
speed yesterday said: 

“The complete Bible is so big, bewi!d- 
ering, and obscure that it intimidates 
most readers. The ‘Short Bible’ by pres- 
enting the most significant selections is 
intended to bridge the complete work for 
the average person.” 

CHRONICLES MISSING 

Lacking entirely in the new version 
ure selections from Chronicles, the Song 
of Solomon, Lamentations, Obadiah, Mala- 
chi, second epistle of Peter, second and 
third epistles of John, and Jude. 

Genesis is not the first book in the 
Goodspeed-Smith edition. It taxes seven- 
teenth place, with Amos as the first book 
and Hosea the second. This shuffling of 
the books from their traditional order 
“makes clearer the trend from spiritual 
conceptions of the earliest prophets to 
more formal and legal views of the older 
books of the New Testament.” 

IN ORDER OF WRITING 


The rearrangement is based on modern 
biblical scholarship and places the books 
in the chronological order of their writ- 
ing. Amplifying this, Dr. Goodspeed said: 

“Behind the rearrangement was the in- 
tention. to reveal the development of fun- 
damentai values in the Hebrew and 
Christian religions. We know the book of 
Amos was writfen between 765 and 7590 
B. C., and is the earliest of Old Tesia- 
ment writings. Amos expressed the jus- 
tice of Gcd; Hosea, who wrote fifteen or 
twenty years later, introduces a differ- 
ent idea—the love of God.” 

The “Short Bible’ employs modern 
punctuation, blank verse, narrative para- 
graphs, and dialogue set off by © quota- 
tion marks instead of the familiar verse 
form of the King James translation. 

JONAH CALLED FICTION 

History and significance of each book 

are explained by introductory chapters 


written by the editors. Some of its com- 
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ments by Drs. Goodspeed and Smith are: 

“The book of Jonah is not a piece of 
history, but of religious fiction and con- 
stitutes the first real missionary docu- 
ment in religious history.” 

“Social axioms credited to Solomon 
were actually the work of many minds 
and periods.”

Concerning which no artist will pe 
able to depict His glory and beauty sur- 
rounded by fiery and living splender. 

GOD’S FORBEARANCE 

V. 30. “And the times of this ignorance 
God winked at.” Paul refers to their idola- 
try and their ignorance concerning God 
and the Fatherhood of mankind. It requir- 
ed grace and backbone to do it but God fur- 
nished that. “But now commandeth all men 
every where to repent.” The apostle broad- 
ens his statement to include all men who 
are engulfed in ignorance concerning the 
living God and for whom an atonement had 
been made since the Gospel is for the 
whole world. “And their sounds went into 
all the earth,” Rom. 10:18. The Gospel is 
for every creature, Mark 16:15, and God 
commands all men to repent. The apostle 
includes the Athenians in the commission 
of the gospel of whom God equally de 
mands repentance. 

Vv. 31. “Because he hath appointed a 
day, in which he will judge the world in 
righteousness.” God does not purpose that 
sin shall continue forever. For this cause 
Jesus Christ was once offered to wut 
away sin by the sacrif.ce of Himself. Paul 
gave the Athenians to und rstand that they 
wou:d be judged when God judges the 
world by His righieousness. “By that man 
whom he hath ordained.” All mankind 
shall be judged by the secrets of the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ. He is the ordained 


pattern for men to live after, therefore 
they must be judged according to the 
trueness of His righteousness. ‘““Whereof 


he hath given assurance unto all men in 
that he hath raised him from the dead.” 
God who had declared that man should 
be judged affirms the impossib.lity of 
escaping that judgment by the resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ from the dead, before 
whom we shall all be judged, Rom. 14:10; 
John 5:27, 29; Matt. 26:24. 
MOCKERS REJECTING GOD 

V. 32. “When they heard of the resu:- 
rection of the dcad, some mocked.” They 
secmed to ignore the possibility of such a 
judgment and also the resurrection of Je- 
sus Christ. “And others said, We will hear 
thee again of this matter.” Like Felix they 
deferred the salvation of their souls to a 
more convenient season, Acts 24:25. 

V. 33. “So Paul departed from among 
them.” That is, he left the assembly in 
the Areopagus, leaving them still sitting 
on their benches.

they should NOT depart from Jerusalem, 
but WAIT for the promise of the Father, 
which saith he, ye have heard of me.” 
If Jesus commanded them to tarry for 
the experience, then it surely holds good 
today that we should tarry for such an 
experience. V. 8 tells us why we need 
the experience—that we might have pow- 
er, that we could witness for Him thru- 
out the world, and witness for Him 
means more than just to preach Jesus 
because if that were all, they could have 
done that before they ever went to Pen- 
tecost, but they needed something io 
manifest the fact that God is: proved by 
signs and wonders such as_ healing, 
tongues, interpretations, etc. It is easy 
to preach a historical Christ but it is an- 
other thing to display the power of God, 
therefore, we should tarry for the Holy 
Ghost as outlined by the Scriptures. 

NUMBER FILLED AT FIRST OUT- 

POURING 

Many tell us that there were only 
eleven, but that could not be true be- 
cause Acts 2:14 says, “Peter, standing 
up with the eleven.” Peter happened to 
be one of the eleven so eleven and one 
would make twelve, owing to the fact 
that Matthias had taken the place of 
Judas, Acts 1,2. But I hold that there 
were more than twelve who received this 
experience. Acts 1:14 says, “These “Il 
continued with one accord in prayer and 
supplication, with the women, and Mary 
the mother of Jesus, and with his breth- 
ren.” V. 15, “And in those days Pete~ 
stood up in the midst of the disciples ana 
said, (the number of names_ together 
were about an hundred and twenty,)” V. 
16, “Men and brethren, this scripture 
must needs have been fulfilled * * *.” 
The first clause of the 14th verse says, 
“These all continued with one accord in 
prayer.” Where did they continue? In the 
upper room. Why did they continue? 
They waited for the promised blessing 
(the Holy Ghost). How long did they con- 
tinue? From seven to ten days. How 
many continued? ONE HUNDRED AND 
TWENTY. 

THE RESULTS OF OBEDIENCE 

“To obey is better than sacrifice.” If 
this band of people had broken the com- 
mand of Jesus which says, “Tarry ye at 
Jerusalem,” they never would have re- 
ceived the blessing at that time. Oh that 
men would tarry for this experience! But 
by them being obedient in tarrying they 
obtained the results promised. Acts 2:1-20, 
“And when the day of Pentecost (Fifth 
Feast) was fully come, they were all with 
ONE ACCORD in one place, And suddenly 
there came a sound from heaven as of a 
rushing mighty wind, and it filled all the 
house where they were sitting. And there 
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appeared unto them cloven tongues like as 
of fire, and it sat upon each of them. And 
they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and began to speak with other tongues, 
as the SPIRIT gave them utterance.” J 
wish to state here that this speaking with 
tongues was the manifestation of the 
Spirit and was not because of head knowl- 
edge, etc. “There were dwelling at Jeru- 
salem Jews, devout men out of every na- 
tion under heaven. Now when this was 
noised abroad.” It is evident that A HUN- 
DRED AND TWENTY people praising 
God and speaking with tongues made 
considerable noise. Many pcople do uot 
like noise these days. They want a nice, 
quiet Holy Ghost and one that can be 
put in a straight jacket, one that they 
can dictate to, one that will bring no re- 
proach on them from the standpoint of 
worldly persecution for Jesus’ sake, and 
some folks if they do have the old time 
kind in their midst they shove Him in 
the basement. MAY GOD HELP! What 
a contrast between the basement Holy 
Ghost and the Upper Room Holy Ghost! 
What kind do you have? 

The Holy Ghost is to reprove the world 
of sin. He proved Himself worthy of His 
office on the day of Pentecost and why 
should we be ashamed of Him today? Too 
many are too modernistic, starchy, and 
stuck up to bear reproach. In Acts the 
Holy Ghost was introduced to the world 
through human agency but today He is 
smothered and not allowed to work thru 
human agency for fear that the agent 
would be persecuted. Peter was crucified 
head down, Paul was beheaded, and 
Thomas was skinned alive, but many 
Holy Ghost preachers today have let 
down the standard until they have receiv- 
ed the applause from the world, The real 
Holy Ghost will bring the multitude to- 
gether and they no doubt would be con- 
founded because of the speaking with 
tongues as they were all amazed and con- 
founded on the day of Pentecost. This 
band of Galileans all spake with tongu2s 
and were understood by seventeen differ- 
ent nationalities. Acts 2:9, 11. “And they 
were all amazed, and were In doubt, say- 
ing one to another, What meaneth this? 
Others mocking said, These men are full 
of new wine.” And they believed it to the 
extent that, “Peter, standing up with the 
eleven (He must have been down or he 
would not have had to stand up) 
lifted up his voice, and said unto them 
* * * These are not drunken, as ye sup- 
pose, seeing it is but the third hour of 
the day.” It is not in every church today 
that we see such experiences, and if such 
things were to happen in some churches 
today the participant would soon be head- 
ed for the jail house. The average preach- 
er of today tells us that this is a fulfill- 
ing of Joel’s prophecy and ended nine- 
teen hundred years ago, but Peter says 
in the 39th V. that the promise is unto 
your children and to all that are afar off 
even as many as the Lord our God shall 
call. So God is still giving people the 
Holy Ghost today in the same old fashion- 
ed way. Peter said, “The promise is unto 
you.” What promise? See V. 33, “* * * 
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and having received of the Father the 
PROMISE of the HOLY GHOST, he hath 
SHED FORTH this which ye now SEE 
and HEAR.” What did they see? They 
saw the promise shed abroad, they saw 
the falling of the early rain as James 
5:7, 8 tells us. They received the early 
rain at Pentecost. We are receiving the 
latter rain today. They were amazed at 
what they saw and heard. They saw men 
act like drunk men. They heard the Holy 
Ghost speak through human instrumen- 
tality in other languages. It was the prom- 
ise of the Father and it is for our chil- 
dren, for us and for all. He who rejects 
such plain simple truth and _ glorious 
reality is only deceiving himself for the 
promise is for him if he will accept it. 
We conclude that the prophecy of Joel 
still carries on because He said “the last 
days” and if it was last days nineteen 
hundred years ago truly we are living in 
the last days today. V. 17 tells us that the 
Spirit would be poured out upon all flesh 
of which we are a part. It says that “sons 
and daughters shall prophesy.” This is 
still being done. “Young men shall see 
visions and old men shall dream dreams.” 
This is still going on. And “on my ser- 
vants and on my handmaidens I will 
pour out in those days of my Spirit and 
they shall prophesy.” That is still taking 
place. No use in dodging the truth for the 
promise is for us. To further prove that 
this prophecy has not completely been ful- 
filled, Joel speaks of physical changes. 
He says “signs in the earth, cloud, fire, 
and vapor of smoke; the sun will become 
dark and the moon will be turned into 
blood before the great and notable day 
of the Lord come.” These are tribulatTfon 
signs so the argument that Joel’s proph- 
ecy is fulfilled no longer holds water. 
THE EVIDENCE CF TONGUES 
This is what causes people to balk. But 
I contend that the same evidence that 
followed the indwelling or incoming Com- 
forter at that time is still the same today. 
In Acts 2:4 we are told that they were 
all filled with the Holy Ghost and began 
to speak with other tongues as the Spirit 
gave them utterance. If the utterance wis 
by the Spirit and we receive the Spirit 
today, we, will a'so receive the utterance. 
In Acts 10:44-48 we read that Peter was 
preaching, his sermon was a good ser- 
mon too, but right in the middle of it, 
while he was speaking the words cf 
truth, the power fell, the Holy Ghost 
came down, broke Peter’s sermon up, the 
power took the place. Peter had to stop, 
unless he went to shouting, for the whole 
crowd of the Cornelius element were 
mightily moved because the Holy Ghost 
fell on them. The next thing that hap- 
pened to them was that their tongues 
and vocal organs were being controlled 
by the Holy Ghost because He was talk- 
ing through them in other tongues. (You 
know the Holy Ghost is not a dummy). 
V. 45 says that the folks who came with 
Peter were astonished. I believe Peter 
was a little shocked too perhaps because 
that on the GENTILES was poured out 
the gift of the Holy Ghost. How did ther 
know it? Becanse they heard them speak 
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with tongues and magnify God. 

Acts 11:15 says, “And as I began io 
speak (had hardly started) the Holy 
Ghost FELL on them, as on us at the be- 
ginning.” He remembered when he re 
ceived the Baptism of the Holy Ghost and 
that he spake with tongues as the Spirit 
gave the utterance. Now the Gentiles re 
ceived it the same way and the reason 
Peter knew this was that he heard them 
speak with tongues. Well we find anoth- 
er band of Christians over at Ephesus, 
Acts 19:1-6. Paul asked them if they had 
received the Holy Ghost since they be- 
lieved and they said, “We have not so 
much as heard if there be any Holy 
Ghost.” So Paul perceived their honesty 
of heart and laid his hands on them and 
they received the Holy Ghost and spake 
with tongues, another time where the 
evidence was manifested, and I wish to 
say that in every instance where the Holy 
Ghost baptism fell after Pentecost it was 
always evidenced by the speaking with 
tongues.
